Mike Carona Is Out of Prison-Run! 

The lessons of our felonious ex-sheriff haven’t been learned by SoCal law enforcement 


P olicing authority is an ego 

boost. Just ask Mike Carona. 
Around a year before the FBI 
arrested the Orange County 
sheriff for corruption in 2007, Carona 
showed up at a Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department facility with a 
four- or five-SUV entourage. South 

Central-hardened 
LA deputies who 
observed the 
arrival assumed 
a Secret Service 
detail had accom¬ 
panied then-Vice 
President Dick 
Cheney. But OC’s 
top cop—a glad¬ 
handing politician 
and career bureau¬ 
crat who’d never 
made a single arrest in his life—jumped 
out of a government vehicle amid heavy 
guard, a scene that prompted laughter at 
the absurd grandiosity. 

From pampered office-holder to con¬ 
victed felon (circa 2009), Carona’s fall 
is now the stuff of history. U.S. District 
Court Judge Andrew J. Guilford issued a 
term of 66 months in prison and, in one 
of the most noble and necessary stern 
sentencing lectures in county history, 
slammed the disgraced cop for think¬ 
ing he was above the law. Lying officers 
weren’t tolerated in his courtroom, Guil¬ 
ford told a man who clearly didn’t think 
he would serve a minute in prison. Fol¬ 
lowing his conviction and on the way to 
the penitentiary, Carona earned a second 


identity: Inmate 45335-112. 

Call it a coincidence or divine interven¬ 
tion, but May 14 served as a cautionary 
reminder for the public. On that day, 
the U.S. Bureau of Prisons released from 
custody Carona, who had been housed in 
minimum-security prisons in Colorado 
and Kentucky. Almost simultaneously, 30 
miles up Interstate 5, the FBI arrested Paul 
Tanaka, the former No. 2 at the Los Ange¬ 
les County Sheriff’s Department, and Wil¬ 
liam “Tom” Carey, that agency’s onetime 
internal-affairs-unit director. Federal pros¬ 
ecutors have not excluded ex-LASD Sheriff 
Lee Baca as a potential future arrestee. 

The revolving door of warped indi¬ 
viduals entering Southern California 
law-enforcement agencies as high-ranking 
cops and exiting as criminal defendants 
underscores an ugly reality: Ever-increas¬ 
ing policing powers, coupled with rare, 
meaningful oversight and willing public 
ignorance, is spawning an endless cycle of 
badged hooligans. 

We know from Carona’s case that he 
stole the 1998 election by spending hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in illegal 
contributions; accepted cash bribes, a 
boat, custom-made suits, booze and free 
private jet rides; partied with Las Vegas 
organized-crime figures tied to Kansas 
City, Chicago and New York mafia fami¬ 
lies; used his office to dispense gifts to 
pals; gave real badges to folks with rap 
sheets; converted his uniform into a chick 
magnet to procure a long list of on-duty 
adulterous affairs; sent birthday greetings 
to the wife of an underling, signing the 
cards “The Little Sheriff,” the nickname 


he gave his penis; covered up God knows 
what when the FBI began looking into 
him (files disappeared from headquar¬ 
ters); suborned perjury to thwart a federal 
grand jury probe into his shenanigans; and 
made his No. 2 man at the Orange County 
Sheriff’s Department George Jaramillo, a 
felon in state and federal court. 

Carona, who entertained political 
ambitions for lieutenant governor or 
even higher office, fretted for years about 
what dirt the FBI was collecting on him. 

If prosecutors are right, Tanaka—who 
hired unsuccessful Carona defense law¬ 
yer H. Dean Steward—and Carey didn’t 
care. They ignored the lessons of our 
fallen sheriff and acted as if their powers 
exceeded Uncle Sam’s reach. According 
to an indictment, these men hid a fed¬ 
eral informant collecting information on 
rampant jail-deputy corruption, doctored 
records, sanctioned false statements, tol¬ 
erated misconduct and felt bold enough to 
threaten a female FBI agent with arrest in 
hopes of impeding a related investigation. 

Now out of the slammer and the 
spotlight, Carona must feel relief with 
his newfound freedom. Contacted for 
comment, former California Republican 
Party chairman Michael J. Schroeder— 
the ex-sheriff’s buddy and prison visitor, 
nicknamed “Vader”—declined to talk. 
Schroeder has previously told reporters 
the ex-sheriff, under house arrest until 
the completion of his sentence in Novem¬ 
ber, is contemplating his options. A 
touching TV interview? Tell-all memoir? 
Consulting gigs? Whatever he does, don’t 
worry about the 59-year-old Carona. 

For the rest of his life, he will collect an 
annual, taxpayer-funded pension of more 
than $200,000. 

WOO! WOO! WOO! WOO! 

During the May 15-17 California Demo¬ 
cratic Party Convention in Anaheim, 
Congresswoman Loretta Sanchez 
accidentally ensured her race against 
state Attorney General Kamala Harris 
to replace retiring U.S. Senator Barbara 
Boxer dominated the weekend’s festivi¬ 
ties. She uttered a stereotypical American 
Indian warrior battle cry of “Woo! Woo! 
Woo! Woo!” while standing in front of a 
group of Native Americans. Then, San¬ 
chez dashed by a television-news camera 
crew to avoid explaining the incident. 

The congresswoman, often a master of 
identity politics, harbors no ill will against 
Native Americans. She’s just gaffe-prone. 
A 19-year stint in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives somehow hasn’t polished her 
speaking skills. Listening to a Sanchez 
s speech is similar to watching a car chase 


on TV and wondering if you’ll see a 
mangled disaster. She punctuates words 
with bizarrely timed laughter and wears 
distracting theatrical faces. Words some¬ 
times stumble out of her mouth, even as 
she’s reading her own prepared scripts. At 
other times, she makes little sense or fails 
at inspiration. 

During the “Leadership Through 
Action” convention, for example, the 
55-year-old Sanchez uttered this sentence: 
“So, Democrats, we are the Democratic 
Party!” Misty-eyed, she said, “I love peo¬ 
ple.” And then: “Ideas are like sailboats. 
They can be beautiful, shiny and full of 
potential, but they can’t go anywhere 
without the wind. What is the wind? You 
are. You are the wind.” 

It’s almost not fair that Harris, a 
50-year-old San Francisco Democrat, is 
comparatively a superb speaker. Either 
she can write coherent remarks or has a 
speech writer, a point Sanchez mocked 
by saying her messages aren’t “handler”- 
driven. But without a professional rescuing 
the congresswoman, who is over-reliant on 
emotion, the disparity in presentations will 
likely increase during the campaign. 

“I believe we can disrupt the dysfunc¬ 
tion in D.C. as long as we don’t throw 
up our hands and instead we roll up our 
sleeves,” the state attorney general said in 
her shorter, less silly version of Sanchez’s 
sailboat-wind story. 

Harris is also capable of stringing 
together two independent thoughts, say¬ 
ing, “The same way we know marriage 
equality is a civil right, we know income 
inequality is a civil wrong.” 

Voter perceptions of the candidates’ 
personalities and composures are going to 
matter because of their shared, tradition¬ 
ally lefty policy stances. Both women sup¬ 
port gay marriage, immigrant protections, 
abortion rights, anti-income-inequality 
measures, union collective bargaining and 
consciousness of global climate change. 
But their prominent backers differ: Sena¬ 
tor Elizabeth Warren (D-Massachusetts) 
supports Harris, and Bill and Hilary Clin¬ 
ton like Sanchez. 

Unsurprisingly, the campaigns claim 
to face a mutual enemy. Harris says she 
will fight the “science-deniers” and “the 
extremists in Congress,” if elected. San¬ 
chez notes she has spent years in Wash¬ 
ington battling the “quirky, paranoid and 
downright whacky” Republicans.

to play it perfectly is a different story. 

He mutters to himself impatiently when he 
messes up. A couple of times, Thomas' fum¬ 
bling fingers cause words of frustration to crack 
through his manicured, snow-white mustache. 

“Aw, c'mon! Damn it, you got this," he says 
to himself. “One more time ...”

A man in his late 50s with sil¬ 
ver, slicked-back hair sits 
crosslegged on a drum stool 
cradling a cream-colored elec¬ 
tric guitar. At a glance, he could 
pass for any other suburban dad paying for a 
guitar lesson on a Saturday afternoon, trying 
to recapture the memory of his youth. But 


when Ron Thomas plays the guitar, he's try¬ 
ing to recapture the memory of his son. 

Last spring, he started taking lessons at 
Sam Ash in Westminster with the goal of per¬ 
fecting one of his favorite rock & roll classics 
of the spandex era: Van Halen's 1978 radio 
hit “Ain't Talkin' 'Bout Love." Though he has 
heard the song hundreds of times, being able

Recently, he accepted an invitation to 
perform at the Action on Film Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival this September in 
honor of the second annual Kelly Thomas 
award, named after his son for a select 
movie focused on justice, community and 
civil rights. Four years after Kelly died 
from being beaten by Fullerton police 
officers, it’s still humbling for Thomas to 
see various organizations and people from 
all walks of life invested in keeping his 
son’s memory alive. There was no way he 
could turn down the invitation. So here he 
is, practicing on a Saturday, trying to sum¬ 
mon his inner Eddie Van Halen. 

By the end of Thomas’ lesson, the tips 
of his middle and ring fingers are raw 
and sore from the frets. He looks up at 
his teacher and holds his left hand in the 
shape of a peace sign, proudly revealing 
two budding calluses. 

“I may not be John Lennon,” Thomas 
says, “but when I die, the coroner will 
definitely know I was a right-handed guy 
who played guitar.” 

Unfortunately, he’ll also be remem¬ 
bered for living every parent’s worst 
nightmare. Two years after Fullerton 
police officers Manuel Ramos and Jay 
Cicinelli were acquitted of brutally beat¬ 
ing Kelly to death near a downtown bus 
station, he struggles to put his life back 
together. Only recently has Thomas, an 
avid collector of rare guitars, found the 
strength to pick up his instrument again. 
His love of music is also driven by the sup¬ 
port he has gotten from various musicians 
who’ve written songs about Kelly and that 
bloody night in Fullerton. 

Though not a day goes by when 
Thomas isn’t devastated by his son’s vio¬ 


lent death, he consoles himself by remem¬ 
bering the special bond they shared 
through music: Both enjoyed playing gui¬ 
tar together, often for hours at a time. 

“They would sit there all day some¬ 
times, talking about music,” says Kelly’s 
younger brother, Kevin. “‘Dad, I like that 
riff, show me this song, check this out’— 
that’s how they talked to each other when 
they played. Like best friends.” 

Judging from the photos in Thomas’ 
home, it’s as if Kelly never grew up to 
endure his terrible fate. Childhood photos 
of Kelly are scattered through every room 
of Thomas’ single-story house in Cypress. 
With his freckles and red hair, Kelly trans¬ 
forms from a toddler to an elementary- 
school kid to a teenager; the photos stop

But his most precious possessions are 
hidden inside his closets. For years, he 
has collected rare, vintage guitars. His 
arsenal of more than a dozen guitars 
runs deep into the tens of thousands of 
dollars. Among the collection are a bur¬ 
gundy 1980 Gibson Les Paul, a rare late- 
’60s Fender D’Aquisto Elite, a gorgeous 
cherry-red Epiphone jazz guitar, even 
a ’60s Japanese knock-off of a Fender 
Stratocaster that his great-uncle once 
played in Roy Rogers’ backing band. 

The value that some of the guitars hold 
is more sentimental than monetary. He 
still has his first bass, an Electra four- 
string that his grandmother bought for 
him in 1969, shortly before he joined the 
U.S. army. 

All of his shiny, well-preserved instru¬ 
ments are entombed in coffins lined with 
crushed velvet, waiting to be opened and 
admired. In his bedroom, he flips open 
the latches of a case holding an immacu¬ 
late, gold pearl 60th-anniversary Fender 
Strat he bought as a present for himself 
just before Christmas last year. 

“I saw it sitting at this guitar shop, 
up above on display, and the salesman 
goes, ‘Yeah, I’m really thinking of get¬ 
ting this one.... I should be able to get 
it in another month,”’ Thomas says with 
a smirk. “And I’m like, ‘Well, I’m sorry 
’cause I’m taking it now.’” 

He also has the old Spanish acoustic 
guitar that Kelly used to jam on when 
the two would practice together. They’d 
learn countless pop and rock tunes by ear 
and out of various songbooks Thomas 
had lying around. 

The divorced father of three already 
had experience helping to raise a dis¬ 
abled family member. Growing up in OC 
in the 1960s, Thomas was charged with 
caring for his younger brother Richie, 
who had cerebral palsy. This made him 
better equipped to care for Kelly, who 
started showing signs of mental illness 
in his 20s. At the very least, it made

sometime around his early 20s. You can 
see his shiny locks in various stages of 
growth, including the longhaired-hippie 
look he sported during his time playing 
in a band and worshipping Metallica, 
Creedence Clearwater Revival and the 
Grateful Dead. 

On a small table, Thomas keeps one 
photo that reveals how Kelly ended up, 
a homeless man isolated by paranoid 
schizophrenia. Here, Kelly appears to be 
in his mid-30s, with scraggly clothes and 
his face covered by a bushy red beard, 


leaning against the white 
wall of the Fullerton train 
depot. He looked that way 
up until the night he was 
approached by police on 
suspicion of vandalizing 
cars in the parking lot near 
the Slidebar Rock-N-Roll 
Kitchen. An argument with 
officers on July 5,2011, 
led to a violent altercation 
and savage beating from 
officers Ramos, Cicinelli 
and Joseph Wolfe that left 
Kelly with broken bones in 
his face and cracked ribs, 
choking to death on his 
own blood. 

“The video, the audio, 
the image of my son’s 
hands in the air, and then 
he gets beat down and 
killed,” Thomas says. “If 
they can do that to him, 
then nobody stands a 
chance... nobody.” 

Thomas avoids being 
alone for too long with his 
thoughts of that terrible night. Thankfully, 
his three dachshunds—Rocky, Biscuit and 
Taffy— are ready to distract him the min¬ 
ute he walks through the door. “Where’s 
my guard doggies?!” Thomas coos, stoop¬ 
ing down to pet the rambunctious wiener 
dogs who are yapping, wagging their tails 
and jumping at his knees. 

The house contains such man-cave 
essentials as a worn-in recliner parked 
in front of a giant flat-screen TV and 
a wooden humidor stuffed with fancy 
cigars. Squadrons of hand-painted 
remote-control planes dangle from the 
ceiling of his garage. And a painting of 
him on his boat at sunset hangs on a wall 
near the living room.

Thomas a lot more patient with his son. 
And Thomas' experience playing the 
ukulele, bass and guitar made him an 
ideal music teacher for Kelly. 

Though Thomas did what he could to 
keep tabs on his oldest son, Kelly could 
be tough to handle as his mental illness 
intensified with age. Nasty fights between 
the two of them weren’t uncommon when 
Thomas tried to make him stay, which, 
after the age of 18, he couldn’t legally do. 
But music always managed to help patch 
things up. Thomas still remembers pick¬ 
ing Kelly up from a board-and-care facil¬ 
ity where, he says, his son occasionally 
chose to stay when he didn’t want to live 
at home (though Kelly usually preferred 
to live “on his own or in nature”). Every so 
often, he’d take Kelly to big concerts, such 
as Boz Scaggs at the Greek Theatre or Bob 
Dylan at the El Rey. 

Memories of those times feel like they 
were a lifetime ago to Thomas, who 
admits that the time he has spent trying 
to get justice for Kelly hasn’t allowed him 
to fully mourn his son. “I still haven’t 
grieved for my son because it’s not over; 
my fight is not over,” Thomas insists. “I 
need justice. But money from a civil trial 
isn’t justice. To me, that’s not justice. I’ll 
never be okay with this—ever. It’s not a 
money issue with me. But if I don’t sue 
them, I’m basically telling them, ‘No 
harm, no foul.’” 

That drive has followed Thomas 
throughout his life—as a Vietnam vet, a 
former Orange County sheriff’s deputy, 
even a black belt in jiu-jitsu (he actually 
holds the title of Sensei Ron). The tragedy 
further inspired him to tap into his role 
as a leader of the grassroots protest group 
Kelly’s Army, which rallied regularly in 
front of the Fullerton police station. 

The only thing missing from Thomas’ 
protests was a suitable soundtrack. 

n a steamy, cramped room at Bomb 
Shelter Rehearsal studios in Gar¬ 
den Grove, rapper Nu3tron (pro¬ 
nounced Neutron) is screaming 
hard enough to give himself an aneurysm. 


The muscles in his neck tighten, his face 
glistening with sweat, as he grips the mic 
with a clenched, tattooed fist and glares 
into a camera lens. Behind him, a husky 
drummer thwacks on the snare drum, 
as a guitarist and bassist join in with 
fat, explosive rhythms inspired by Rage 
Against the Machine. The band Capitol 
Kill’s aggressive hip-hop groove and 
crunchy distortion roars behind Nu3tron’s 
rhymes on their new single, simply titled 
“Kelly Thomas”: 

“It was July 10,2011, and we got an 
angel in heaven/92 arrests, and he lost 
his breath/Begged for his life, and they 
hit him in the neck/Yelled for his dad, no 
one came to his aid/The cops went home 
and still got paid/A mother and a father 
put their son in a grave/Land of the free, 
home of the brave.” 

Like many who saw the verdict of the 
murder case read back in 2013, Nu3tron 
says his disgust with the legal system 
prompted him to write the song that led 
to his band being formed. “The song was 
already made before I met Ron; it just 
felt like destiny,” Nu3tron says. “I always 
knew that with this album, I wanted to do 
something bigger than just a record, espe¬ 
cially just some hip-hop record. I wanted 
everything to be bigger. From the music to 
the movement.” 

Currently, Capitol Kill are in the 
process of shooting a video for the 
song, which is also the lead single from 
their debut album, Uncle Sam’s Pistol. 
Though the band is still new, Nu3tron 
has been around the OC hip-hop scene 
for years and toured multiple times 
across the country. 

It was either fate or pure luck that a 
local radio show asked him to come on 
the air to talk about his song. The DJ hap¬ 
pened to be a friend of Thomas’ and told 
Nu3tron she’d like to introduce him to the 
father of the man he was singing about. 

“To me, Ron’s a superhero. If you look at 
this guy, he lost his son; he lost everything,” 
he says. “He had a chance to take his 
[settlement] money and run; it was good

enough for most people. But it’s not about 
the money to him—it’s about justice.” 

Thomas says the anger and descriptions 
of Kelly’s murder made it hard to listen 
to the song. But he was impressed by it, 
regardless of how much it differs from 
his normal taste in music. “The lyrics just 
brought all of it back again for me. It was 
painful but also so humbling that he’s talk¬ 
ing about my son.” 

“Kelly Thomas” is the latest in a diverse 
array of tunes in a variety of genres—folk, 
country, rap, metal, rock and, of course, 
punk—inspired by Kelly’s death. 

Few bands are as outspoken about 
Kelly as the Adolescents. Last year, the 
legendary elder statesmen of OC punk 
released their seventh album, La Ven¬ 
detta, the cover of which featured the 
cartoon depiction of a homeless man 
taking a baseball bat to a red pinata 
resembling Ramos’ head. Tony Cadena’s 
caustic vocals on the lead track, “A Dish

Best Served Cold,” portray violent scenes 
of a pack of coyotes stalking their help¬ 
less prey. 

The video taken of Kelly’s beating 
inspired Cadena, who is also a parent of 
a child with learning disabilities. “This 
is like David going up against Goliath,” 
Cadena says. “And that’s what I admire 
about Ron. He’s not gonna stop. Many 
people in law enforcement are as con¬ 
cerned about what happened as we 
are. There’s also a secretive ‘we watch 
our own’ kind of attitude that needs 
to break down. We should watch over 
everybody. Attacks on police are unac¬ 
ceptable, and attacks on civilians are 
also unacceptable.” 

In Thomas’ battle for justice, help 
from the Adolescents has resulted in 
some of the greatest gestures Thomas 
has ever received. When they opened 
for the Offspring at the Pacific Amphi¬ 
theatre in 2014, Thomas was invited to 
come out and introduce them in front of 
thousands of fans. 

Some artists have found ways outside 
of music to communicate Kelly’s story. 
Cherie Currie, former lead singer for ’70s 
proto-punk girl group the Runaways, 
decided that instead of playing her axe in 
honor of Kelly, she’d pick up a chainsaw. 
Aside from being a solo artist in her own 
right, Currie went on to make a name for 
herself in the art world as a professional 
carver. One of her finest pieces to date was 
a bench she made in honor of Kelly that 
was carved primarily with a chainsaw. 

The backrest is carved into a beautifully 
stained and lacquered acoustic guitar, 
just like the one Kelly used to play with 
his father. Currie included details such 
as finely carved birds, music notes and 
an open book (symbolizing Kelly’s love 
of reading). It was one of the few pieces 
to cast a positive light on Kelly’s memory. 
The bench, which took her about two 
weeks to make, was auctioned at the Ful¬ 
lerton art walk. 

“I felt an amazing amount of gratitude 
that I could do something that beautiful,” 
Currie says. “At the [art walk] event, I 










































noticed a lot of the artwork there was very 
dark, and a lot of it was against the police 
department. What I loved about my piece 
was it was something of beauty and of 
hope. Because in the end, that’s something 
that Kelly would’ve wanted.” 

our years after Kelly’s 
murder, the makeshift bus- 
station memorial referred 
to as Kelly’s Corner is a scar 
covered in ribbons and photos and bal¬ 
loons and flowers. Thomas doesn’t get 
a chance to visit it very often. For him, 
his son’s memory doesn’t end there. 
Thomas is still fighting; his civil case 


is coming up at the end of August. As a 
former member of law enforcement, he 
has been asked to help instruct sher¬ 
iff’s deputies in LA County and the LA 
Police Department in how to deal with 
the homeless and mentally ill. And he’s 
mapping out plans to get in front of the 
U.S. Supreme Court in an effort to one 
day change the police officer’s bill of 
rights, which prevents certain disci¬ 
plinary information about officers to be 
made public. 

His job also includes staying strong for 
his family and his supporters, which isn’t 
always easy. 

“What people don’t know is I always 
went home alone. I always went home 
alone and cried for Kelly,” he says, fight¬ 
ing back tears. “So I put on a big face, 
the leader of Kelly’s Army protesting 
out there and getting all this stuff done, 
doing speeches, news interviews. People 
thought I just rode off into the sunset 
every day to fight more battles. No ... 
not at all.” 

Thomas is preparing for the civil case 
to be one of the most brutal things he’ll 
have to endure, with defense attorneys 
questioning his commitment to his son, 
challenging his credibility as a parent who 
should’ve done more to help him or forced 
him to live with him instead of wandering 
the streets. Among his supporters, there’s 
always the need to be cautious of oppor¬ 
tunist groups and individuals trying to 
use his notoriety to champion their own 
causes instead of gaining justice for Kelly. 


It’s times like these when the musi¬ 
cians around him feel as if they’re the 
only people who truly understand the 
message he’s trying to get out. “All the 
musicians I’ve met have been so sup¬ 
portive,” Thomas says. “Because they 
have a whole different way of looking 
at things. They don’t like being picked 
on. It’s not about fighting the establish¬ 
ment. It’s more about ‘Hey let us all 
live.’ But then, when you violate their 
comfort zone, they come out not in vio¬ 
lence, but in song.” 

One of the most worrying things on 
Thomas’ mind is trying to figure out what 
happens after this battle for justice is 
finally done. In life and in death, Kelly has 
been the driving force to keep Thomas 
going. When the last court case is over, 
that will be a tough reality to face. Even 
though playing music might not fully 
get his life back to normal, he says, it’s a 
start. For the foreseeable future, when he 
finds himself alone with nothing but his 
thoughts, he’ll try to make sure he has a 
guitar in his hands. 

Now, on his lunch breaks from his 
day job as a corporate safety manager, 
Thomas enjoys wandering out to his 
Chevy Tahoe, popping open the driver’s 
side door, digging out Kelly’s old acous¬ 
tic and practicing his Van Halen chops. 
Because when he promised he’d be 
ready to play that song for Kelly at the 
film festival in September, he meant it. 
When it comes to his son, he can still 
keep his promises and keep Kelly first 



in his heart. And as long as he’s alive 
and strumming, no one can take that 
away from him.

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Customization is one of the key elements to vaping. There are plenty 
of different types of devices out there, including custom mods that are 
customized by the user for a particular outcome. Along with that, there are 
a ton of flavored e-liquids, including tobacco flavors, mints, fruit flavors and 
more. Some users vape for the flavor, and some vape for the clouds. 


Referred to as "cloud chasers", 
this group of users vape with the 
intention of creating huge clouds 
of smoke with their devices. The 
customization process used by cloud 
chasers varies, but for the most 
part it includes heating the battery 
to a very high heat. Unfortunately, 
when negligent or inexperienced 
users attempt cloud chasing, device 
failures and serious accidents can 
occur including overheating, melting 
and in extreme cases, explosion. 
Therefore, it is strongly advised that 
new e-smokers learn mods through 
a shop, such as Local Vape (in 
Costa Mesa) instead of manually 
altering a device with no experience. 
Even experienced vapers who have 
thorough understanding of batteries 
and the load capacity of a device’s 
battery are still cautious due to 
the accidents that can occur if not 
performed correctly. 

Fortunately, modification isn't 
the only way to get big vapor out 
your device. If you are looking to 
increase your vapor and make some 
bigger clouds, here are a couple 
alternatives for you to try: 

VG Ratio - Users who want to 
increase vapor production without 
modification can custom mix their 
e-liquid with a higher percentage 


of vegetable glycerin (VG). While 
PG gives a stronger "throat hit", 
VG captures the moisture from the 
air a bit better than PG, therefore 
creating larger clouds of smoke. The 
more VG in your e-liquid, the bigger 
the cloud you'll make. 

One thing to keep in mind, 
however, is that VG does not hold 
flavor as well as PG, therefore 
you might lose a bit of taste. 
Customization is all about choices: 
would you rather skimp a little on 
flavor to produce bigger clouds? 
Or skimp a little on clouds to enjoy 
bigger flavor? 

Coils - Using a device that has 
a lower ohm coil is also a way 
to increase your clouds. Coils with 
lower ohms get hotter quicker 
because they have lower ohms. 
This makes the e-liquid burn faster, 
which gives you more of the vapor 
output. 

A thing to keep in mind with this 
technique, however, is that since the 
e-liquid burns faster, a user will run 
out of e-liquid faster. So if you're on 
a budget, this might not be the best 
option for you. Regardless of your 
intention for vaping, there's always 
a custom mod for it. - Explore 
the wonders you may discover & 
customize them clouds.

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Steampunk Sequel 


Kettlebar continues the Cajun steam-kettle cooking trend

B y now you’re already familiar 
with steam-kettle cookery 
You’ve sat at the bar at Ritter’s 
Steam Kettle Cooking in Santa 
Ana or Huntington Beach and marveled at 
the retro tech in which rows upon rows of 
small stainless-steel vessels are connected 
to a series of pipes and—by some miracle of 
science that would take Bill Nye to explain— 
heat is pumped into them without fire or 
electricity Though novel, it’s not a new con¬ 
cept. Other restaurants have used them to 
cook for nearly a century But unless you’ve 
been to Vegas’ Palace Station, where a res¬ 
taurant called Oyster Bar has been simmer¬ 
ing Cajun stews in steam kettles for years, 
Ritter’s was your first exposure. 

Now comes Kettlebar, a carbon copy of 
Ritter’s, which is itself a carbon copy of 
Oyster Bar. It uses the same kind of kettles 
to make the same kind of Cajun/Creole 
stews. It uses them not just because they’re 
supposed to be more energy efficient than 
traditional cooking methods, but because 
the kettles are now inextricably linked 
with made-to-order pan roasts, jambalaya, 
etouffee and gumbo. Plus, they look cool. 

This is actually Kettlebar’s second res¬ 
taurant in OC—and the first significant food 
tenant at the Union Market at the District 
in Tustin. And it might be just the kick in 
the pants the food hall needs to get things 
truly rolling. As I ate there one night, more 
than a couple of passers-by stopped in their 
tracks when they saw the kettles in action 
through the window. A few even went in, 
sidled up to the counter and ordered the 
most popular dish at these kinds of places: 
the pan roast, a silken gravy concoction of 


tomato and cream that always reminds me 
of Indian tikka masala more than it does 
anything New Orleansean. 

You have your choice of protein, every¬ 
thing from the $16 base model of chicken 
and sausage to the $26 bowl with nothing 
but lobster. All start the same way: with a 
pat of butter thrown into the kettle with 
tongs, followed by the meat, a splash of 
brandy, then ladles of the thick, prepre¬ 
pared simmering sauces the chefs keep 
at arm’s length. Seconds later, the whole 
thing begins to bubble and boil as though 
volcanic magma. If you opted for the house 
pan roast, a handful of snowy crabmeat 
gets dropped in during those last few sec¬ 
onds before the brew is tipped over by a 
lever and poured into a bowl. To finish it, 
your cook deposits an ice-cream-scooped 
dome of rice in the center and hands it to 
you. As you eat it, with the aromas of cay¬ 
enne and paprika encircling your head, he 
flushes the kettles with water from a spigot 
and scrubs them clean with a metal scour¬ 
ing pad. Soon, the process starts again. 

In reality, what you witness here at the 
counter—in this air-conditioned dining 
room that looks as tony as Seattle’s most 
expensive oyster bars—is the last few glori¬ 
ous feet of the marathon. All the hard work 
and flavor was done hours before, when 
those base sauces were made, then honed 
with spices in an unseen kitchen. Still, even 
when the cook’s function out here is as a 
glorified reheater, missteps happen. When 
I ordered the clam chowder, I strained to 
taste any actual clams in a soup that was 
mostly skin-on potatoes and bacon. But 
when the two twentysomething girls next 


to me ordered the chowder, their bowl 
came with actual clams still on the shell. 

The best dish at Kettlebar comes from 
the real kitchen. The garlic noodles, twirls 
of spaghetti drenched in garlic-butter 
and tossed with a flurry of dry spices, is 
so good it deserves its own restaurant. 

You can have it upgraded with shrimp or 
clams for $6 more, but it’s perfect just by 
itself, a bridge between carbonara and 
Chinese-Peruvian tallarin saltado. 

Someone at Kettlebar also seems to 
know his way around a deep fryer. The 
soft-shell crab is flawless, with just 
enough breading to cover the crustacean 
in crispness, but not so much it muffles 
the meat. If you prefer land-based crit¬ 
ters, the hot wings are also done well: 
fried and served rippling-hot with a dry 
dusting of spices that could prove caustic 
if you inhale them the wrong way. If only 
because of its intriguing-sounding squid- 
ink sauce, most people end up ordering 
the calamari. But the calamari is just 
calamari, and the sauce is anticlimactic. 

If you discount its crude-oil darkness, the 
flavor is indistinguishable from bottled 
Thai sweet-and-sour. You should instead 
get the beignets or the Nisqually oysters, 
which are especially creamy right now 
and a perfect foodstuff that requires no 
fancy steampunk gear to prepare—just 
something long, pointy and wonderful.

T his is who I saw eating at Mama's 
Kabab the last I scarfed down a sha- 
warma sandwich: a hipster gabacha and 
her black paramour. Armenian men and 
Muslim women in hijabs. Just a regular 
white guy and two Mexican families. A 
huge Chicano with a shaved head and 
tattoos covering his arms. Teenage girls. 
A Japanese-American dad whose son 
was still in his karate gi—and who got a 
fist bump from the ostensible Mama of 
the restaurant, the middle-aged woman 
who kept the business humming with the 
help of her Latina cook. 

Mama's Kabab is Stanton at its 
finest: no pretension, working-class, 
delicious to its core, wildly multicul¬ 
tural—that's how the city rolls. The 
town comes out to feast at the small 
restaurant, where takeout is encour¬ 
aged and a black velvet painting of 
Marilyn Monroe and Elvis in a Ford hot 
rod hangs near the restrooms. Arme¬ 
nian food is what draws in the crowds: 
heaps of rice alongside succulent 
kebabs or said meat wrapped inside 
pita bread, balanced with tahini sauce 
and pickled beets. Crunchy kibbe and 
greasy soujouk make great finger 
foods; the foul (fava beans in lemon 
juice and spices) is all about the hearty 
tart. Forgo the customary hummus and 
baba ghanoush in favor of spreads 
you're only getting here: mohamarra, 
a mild, walnut-based salsa enlivened 
with toasted pita crumbs is the hot 
sauce you never knew you needed. 
Even better is jajek, a strong cucumber 
yogurt that has a dusting of dried mint 
to tame the jajek's tang. 

But Mama's isn't a temple to authen¬ 
ticity because that's not Stanton. A kid's 
menu finds hamburgers and French fries 
and even a tornado potato; order them, 
but also get some of their garlic sauce, 
a condiment so potent you can throw it 
on concrete to break it down. And ready 
to finish whatever meal you choose is 
a fresh tray of baklava, slices of which 
Mama will give away for free every once 
in a while just to excite her loyal custom¬ 
ers—because that's how Mama rolls, 
and that's the Stanton way. Don't see 
Cypress doing that ....

’m still recovering from last week’s 
epic Little Maria mash-up at Little 
Sparrow, for which Taco Maria chef 
Carlos Salgado and Little Sparrow 
head Eric Samaniego teamed up for the fin¬ 
est French-Mex collaboration since the vals 
at a quinceahera.

Don’t hate Tomorrowland for asking us all to be better

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I n a junk-food summer, Brad Bird’s 
Tomorrowland is a defiant carrot 
stick, a blockbuster adventure flick 
in which the message is “Think 
smart.” It’s a deliberate phooey to the kid¬ 
die carnage of movies such as Transformers 
and The Avengers, which frighten children 
about the apocalypse before they can even 
spell the word—a running joke in Tomor- 
rowland’ s background is a fake movie poster 
flogging grim dreck called ToxiCosmos 3. 

Bird and co-writer Damon Lindelof 
have nearly offed the planet a few times 
themselves in Mission: Impossible—Ghost 
Protocol (nuclear missiles), World War Z 
(zombie contagion) and TV’s The Left¬ 
overs (biblical rapture). But, hey, doom 
sells. And Tomorrowland wants us to ques¬ 
tion what we’re buying. Yesterday’s doom- 
sayers were bearded lunatics holding plac¬ 
ards—today, we call them news anchors. 
It’s hard to rally to fix the planet when 
we’ve been cowed into hopelessness by an 
insurmountable number of threats: war, 
drought, ISIS, famine, global warming, 
peak oil, Ebola, economic unrest. Have 
we become so numb to future destruction 
that our cynicism is letting it happen? 

This is complex stuff for a kids’ romp, 
and Bird can’t figure out how to get 
started. Tomorrowland opens with George 
Clooney, playing pessimistic inventor 
Frank Walker, addressing the audience. 


“This is a story about the future, and the 
future can be scary,” he cautions. From 
behind the camera, a girl interrupts and 
asks him to be more upbeat. He can’t, and 
after minutes of their tiresome bickering, 
our movie begins anew from her more 
positive point of view. She is revealed as 
high-school science whiz Casey Newton 
(Britt Robertson), the daughter of a NASA 
engineer (country singer Tim McGraw) 
whose latest job is dismantling the 
shuttle launch platform—the kind of irony 
designed to inspire children to crayon 
heartbroken letters to their congressman. 

Casey is a dreamer. She’s also one of the 
best female role models to hit the screens 
this year, a stubborn brainiac who races 
around in two hoodies and a baseball 
cap. (She’s got more important things to 
think about than boys or her hair, though 
the latter considerately coils itself into 
glamorous loose curls.) However, she’s 
out-badassed in her own movie by the 
pint-sized Athena (Raffey Cassidy), an 
android ambassador who slips the human 
a pin that transplants Casey—temporar¬ 
ily—to a resort called Tomorrowland, the 
technological refuge where Athena was 
forged. Athena is a freckled action hero 
molded to resemble a 13-year-old girl, and 
she’s marvelously constructed: impatient, 
deceptive, disobedient, brave and brilliant 
(though, as she stresses, she can’t invent 


ideas, only execute them). 

At the New York World’s Fair in 1964— 
where Walt Disney debuted It’s a Small 
World before transplanting it and its ear- 
worm theme song to Anaheim—Athena 
gave young Frank (Thomas Robinson) 
the same pin and eventually, as he claims, 
destroyed his life. Today, he’s a crackpot 
hermit in a booby-trapped house count¬ 
ing down to Armageddon, the probability 
of which he’s calculated as 100 percent. 
Clooney cranks his charisma way down so 
there’s no question of romance between 
him and Robertson’s teen heroine. (In 
real life, the 25-year-old actress isn’t 
that much younger than some of his past 
girlfriends.) He’s more get-off-my-lawn 
grandpa than silver-fox charmer. For the 
first time, we get a glimpse of the actor 
he’s going to become, a patrician whose 
new 7-year-old fans will grow up, discover 
Ocean’s Eleven and be astonished that the 
old guy was once a total babe. 

But back to the movie’s vision of the 
future. Bird’s Tomorrowland is a literal 
oasis of ingenuity, a shiny skyscraper 
metropolis surrounded by endless wheat 
fields as though science has figured out 
how to heal gluten intolerance. Its resi¬ 
dents zoom around wearing jetpacks and 
protective airbag suits, and when they slip 
those off, everyone tends to wear bright 
yellow. This, says Bird, is the future we 


imagined in the past—call it Aspirational 
Jetsons. (It’s also the future Walt Disney 
fantasized when he built Disneyland’s 
Tomorrowland, which today has devolved 
into a carpeted warren of dark rooms 
whose displays exist only to get kids to buy 
Fitbits and sunscreen.) If we strived for this 
dream instead of accepting the apocalypse, 
is there still time to build it ourselves? 

The odd thing is I suspect an inspira¬ 
tional movie such as Tomorrowland will 
turn off audiences who just want to see a 
time-waster that doesn’t shame them for 
throwing recyclables in the trash. That’s a 
pity. Bird layers on plenty of dazzle, such 
as a nifty shot in which the Eiffel Tower 
splits in two, revealing an antique space¬ 
ship that would make the Lumiere broth¬ 
ers swoon. But his heart is what keeps the 
story motoring and the ending is perfectly 
engineered, including a coda that encour¬ 
ages all of us to try harder. Bird has made 
a film that every child should see. And if 
his $190 million dream flops, he’ll be ask¬ 
ing the same question as his movie: When 
did it become uncool to care?

AGE OF ADALINE Blake Lively, quietly 
dazzling in pictures like The Town and the 
almost embarrassingly enjoyable Sisterhood 
of the Traveling Pants series, has been off 
the scene since Oliver Stone's 2012 Savages, 
presumably just living an actual life. She 
returns at last in Lee Toland Krieger's roman¬ 
tic melodrama The Age ofAdaline, playing 
a woman, born at the turn of the century, 
who miraculously survives a serious car 
accident and, as the result of a half-magical, 
half-scientific fluke, is rendered ageless. 
That's not so bad, even if Adaline's daughter 
(Ellen Burstyn) eventually looks old enough 
to be her mother. The real problems kick 
in when Adaline falls in love with a hottie 
some 75 years her junior (Michiel Huisman), 
whose dad (Harrison Ford) wonders why his 
son's lithe young girlfriend looks so familiar. 
Actually, it's all way more innocent than it 
sounds: The Age ofAdaline is clearly striv¬ 
ing for the starry intrigue of, say, The Time 
Traveler's Wife, and Lord knows we could 
use a good romantic weeper before the full- 
on summer-movie assault. But everything is 
just a little off: The plot is resolved too tidily, 
and Lively appears ill at ease—she's stiff 
and self-consciously ladylike, as if she were 
a little embarrassed by the material. She 
does get to wear a nice assortment of vin¬ 
tage-looking dresses and cardigans, includ¬ 
ing a liquid burgundy evening gown that 
could have been borrowed from Barbara 
Stanwyck's wardrobe for The Lady Eve. 

Lively wears it well, but for now, at least, 
time isn't on her side. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

AVENGERS: AGE OF ULTRON Avengers: 
Age ofilltron is a complicated, ticking 
machine—a cuckoo clock under attack. 
Returning helmer Joss Whedon is earnestly 
trying to make a movie out of a bag of bolts: 
six stars, nine cameos, three enemies, and 
at least ten films to go before the climactic 
Avengers: Infinity War: Part II opens in May 
2019. In Age ofilltron's opening tracking 
shot through a forest battlefield, you sense 
Whedon racing to cram it all in before the 
bell tolls.

warfare is just a digital blur. Whedon, who 
also wrote the script, recognizes that fans 
come for the kicks but remember the quips. 
He wants to give us everything, and that 
he fits it all in is its own kind of feat. Age of 
Ultron is a middling film, yet it's so heavy 
with his sweat that it never feels like a lazy 
cash-in—which for a preordained summer 
megahit is an accomplishment. Whedon 
is a people-pleaser, the kind of old-school 
director who can confidently pivot between 
genres, even within the same film. I some¬ 
times think Hollywood would better off with 
more master craftsmen like him, and fewer 
tortured geniuses aping Christopher Nolan. 
(Our film schools would certainly be emp¬ 
tier.) (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

EX MACHINA ExMachina is an egghead 
thriller with a scary selling point: It's a smart 
film about the shrinking divide between 
man and robot. It's also a hoot, an anti¬ 
comedy where all of the jokes double as 
threats, and vice versa. ExMachina is the 
directorial debut of sci-fi screenwriter Alex 
Garland. It's the film version of an iPhone: 
small, expensive-looking, and a touch over¬ 
hyped—plus an addictive sales pitch for 
whatever Garland makes next. Our hero is 
computer coder Caleb (Domhnall Gleeson), 
a nervous 26-year-old smartypants tasked 
by tech billionaire Nathan (Oscar Isaac) with 
investigating a robot named Ava (the sym¬ 
metrically perfect Swedish actress Alicia 
Vikander), who has big boobs, a see-through 
stomach, and a child's curiosity about the 
world beyond her locked living quarters. 
Nathan wants Caleb to see if she passes 
the Turing Test—can her mind pass for a 
human's? The film keeps us at a remove, 
asking us, too, to observe and deduce. But 
Caleb has a harder time staying logical. As 
Ava and Caleb begin to bond, she covers her 
machinery with girlish dresses. Vikander's 
posture is so erect and her balletic walk so 
precise that she's convincing as a machine 
who's convincing as a human—she lets us 
understand why Caleb almost forgets about 
her circuitry, even as she reminds us to stay 
alert. Eventually, she'll ask Caleb a question 
he's afraid to answer: What will Nathan do 
with her if Caleb decides her wiring isn't 
perfect? The answer is inevitable. But the 
route Ex Machina takes to get there is full 
of fun detours—robot nudity, disco danc¬ 
ing, digressions on Jackson Pollock—that 
celebrate Garland's own imperfect chaos, 
an achievement worth applause. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

FURIOUS 7 The good news is that Furious 
7offers more—and more—of the same. 

The series prides itself on scaling grander 
heights of craziness each time, and that's 
part of what fans love about it: The 1,001 
instances of shock-absorber abuse include 
pinwheel turns executed inside an Abu 
Dhabi skyscraper and a rather sweet ode 
to one of the series' great grandpappies, 

The Italian Job, in which a long, squarish 
buslike vehicle perches on the brink of 
oblivion, almost taking with it the late Paul 
Walker's Brian O'Conner. Dizzying stuff hap¬ 
pens in Furious 7, and there are probably 
more instances of airborne cars than in any 
other single movie in the series. (This is the 
only modern movie franchise that owes a 
serious debt to Chitty Chitty Bang Bang.) 
There's something marvelously freeing about 
watching objects that were meant to hug 
the road soar through the heavens. Plus, 
these moments of floating freedom are a 
respite from the predictably A.D.D.-choppy 
editing. Like its forebears, this movie— 
directed by junior horror kingpin James Wan 
(The Conjuring) —has a characteristically 
throwaway plot, with a few new faces. 


Jason Statham swaggers around, and a 
suave, suit-wearing Kurt Russell pops in to 
reassemble Brian O'Conner's old gang for, 
you know, one last job. But this Furious 7 is 
more poignant than any other action movie 
in modern memory, for the simple reason 
that this really will be Brian's one last job. 

The series' core characters have always 
been its lifeblood, and the ending of Furious 
7, which pays tribute to Walker, is one of the 
most straightforward and yet most touching 
final shots I've seen at the movies in years.

HOT PURSUIT Sofia Vergara is built like 
an amphora, a living testament to the form 
ceramicists throughout the centuries have 
adored. In the fleet and gloriously ridiculous 
comedy Hot Pursuit, Vergara plays Daniella 
Riva, a mobster's wife who needs to be 
escorted from San Antonio to Dallas, where 
she'll testify against the head of a major 
drug cartel. Uptight, by-the-book police 
officer Rose Cooper (Reese Witherspoon) 
has the job of getting her there safely, only 
to learn that crooked cops are hot on their 
trail. On the lam in Riva's red convertible, 
they dash into a roadside convenience 
store to buy new outfits, pose as traveling 
veterinarians, and circumvent a police 
roadblock by disguising themselves as a 
deer in the wild. As one does while on the 
lam. The flagrant silliness of Hot Pursuit 
is a plus, not a liability. Directed by Anne 
Fletcher—whose last picture was the 
underloved but therapeutically ingenious 
Seth Rogen-Barbra Streisand comedy The 
Guilt Trip—Hot Pursuit s a quiet triumph of 
tone and timing. Nearly every scene is cut 
at just the right point, often topped off with a 
fantastic kicker of dialogue. It's one thing for 
a character to laugh at herself; it's another 
for her to present herself as a pathetic, 
adorable creature in a lowball bid for 
laughs. You might think Witherspoon's peek¬ 
ing out from beneath a deer's head unduly 
compromises her dignity, but there's actu¬ 
ally something ludicrously refreshing about 
it. She seems unafraid to cut loose, and she 
and Vergara make a terrific team. (PG-13)

I AM BIG BIRD The friends and colleagues 
toasting Sesame Street puppeteer Caroll 
Spinney in / Am Big Bird argue that Oscar 
the Grouch is the yang to Spinney's Big 
Bird yin—that they're opposites contained 
within one complex man. A home-movie clip 
of Spinney, at a party, singing the Grouch's 
anthem "I Love Trash" suggests something 
simpler. Spinney's—and Oscar's—enthusi¬ 
asm is just as heartening as Big Bird's, but 
the Grouch's love of garbage and desire to 
spend time alone don't seem antithetical 
to the bird's wide-eyed sweetness. Big 
Bird is just discovering the world, but that 
world turns Big Birds into Oscars—once 
out of the nest, we have to find our trash 
to love. I Am Big Bird doesn't dig deep into 
Spinney, or Oscar, or Big Bird, or just why 
the man and his Muppets have been so 
resonant for generations. Instead it offers 
that resonance: Spinney in his bird-suit at 
the Hollywood Bowl and the Great Wall 
of China; Spinney speaking of how tough 
it was to grow up as a boy named Caroll, 
and of his certainty, in the earliest days of 
Sesame Street, that he just wasn't a good 
enough puppeteer for the show; Spinney, 
in the suit, singing "It's Not Easy Being 
Green" at Jim Henson's funeral. Henson, 
meanwhile, is best represented in the story 
of how Spinney first caught his eye—after 
Spinney's one-man stage puppet show 
went terribly wrong, Henson approached to 
say, "I like what you were trying to do." This 
sweet and moving film might be bettered 


if its creators more often pressed Spinney 
and company on its minor controversies, 
but it's hard not to like what / Am Big Bird is 
trying to do. (Not Rated) Alan Scherstuhl.

MAD MAX: FURY ROAD You know the 
charge that Furious 7feels like what you 
would get if you asked a Hot Wheel-loving 
ten-year-old to work out the beats of a 
screenplay? Fury Road is what the kid might 
dream up at fourteen, stoned at the moto- 
cross, keyed up on Mountain Dew and old 
Conan comics, except instead of writing a 
script he's lighting those Hot Wheels on fire 
and chucking them at your face. He's also, 
touchingly, a feminist—and he's touched 
with some genius. In the era of green- 
screened blockbusters, here we have an 
R-rated studio release on which a 70-year- 
old director blew hundreds of millions of 
dollars crashing real cars into each other in 
Namibia. Like the Mad Max films from three 
decades ago, Fury Roads script is stripped 
down to rage and momentum. Neither Tom 
Hardy nor Charlize Theron speak much as 
they rumble across the desert, and what 
we know of their characters comes from 
observed detail: the way he's happy to 
abandon Theron and the young women she 
has saved to the warlord pursuing them, or 
the way she hides a gun in every cranny 
of the cab of her rig, and then a knife, too, 
in the stick of her stick shift— Fury Road 
spits in the eye of automatic transmissions. 
His motivation, at first, is mere survival; it 
richens, eventually, to survival and hoping 
to get a barbed death-mask off his face. 
Hers is more complex, so the movie has 
her say it out loud: "Redemption." Then it's 
back to the automotive combat, a two-hour 
parade/destruction derby of rustbuckets so 
viciously spiked you could sell audiences 
tetanus shots after the movie. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

PITCH PERFECT 2 There's enough to laugh 
at in Pitch Perfect2, and the singing is fun, 
but the movie doesn't match or exceed the 
polyphonic jubilance of its predecessor. 

It tries to fork over many of the pleasures 
of the first movie without changing them 
around all that much. There's a do-or-die 
competition (this time, the team to beat is 
a bunch of humorless Germans who call 
themselves Das Sound Machine), several 
romances that stumble before getting off the 
ground, and the usual ceremonial humili¬ 
ation of the overweight girl. Rebel Wilson 
once again plays Fat Amy, who embraces 
her size with gusto, and you might say she 
makes her entrance ass-backward. Amy 
accepts her fate cheerfully, even though 
the embarrassment she suffers is really 
just sort of blandly unfunny. Pitch Perfect 
2 isn't awful; but despite all its striving to 
give us more, it just doesn't have the energy 
that a sequel needs to leap the bar of high 
expectations. Anna Kendrick, that adorable 
human chipmunk, returns as Beca, who is 
now rounding the end of her senior year at 
Barden College. Her sorority-slash-singing 
group, the Bellas, have inducted a new 
member: Emily (the charmingly low-key 
Hailee Steinfeld). Her only flaw is that 
she happens to have a gift for writing her 
own material, while the Bellas favor cover 
songs. So what's the problem, exactly? 
Meanwhile, Beca has become distracted 
by an internship at a recording studio run 
by an exacting tyrant, played, wonderfully, 
by Keegan-Michael Key—every scene he's 
in has a crackerjack nuttiness, suggesting 
that, with better material, director Elizabeth 
Banks could take the loopy spirit she brings 
to her film performances and translate it 
into behind-the-camera vision. (PG-13)

UNFRIENDED The trolling is coming from 
inside the house! Mere emojis can't cap¬ 
ture the plugged-in joys of the first hour or 
so of haunted-internet teen flick Unfriended, 
which knives with dexterous wit The Way 
We Live Now. Here's a clutch of horny high 
school dopes hanging out on Skype, getting 
doxed to death by what seems to be the 
vengeful ghost of Laura Barns (Heather 
Sossaman), a young woman who commit¬ 
ted suicide a year before. (She had been 
cyberbullied.) We see this play out exclu¬ 
sively through the screen of another young 
woman's laptop: Blaire (Shelley Hennig) 
indulges in amusingly listless sex-chat with 
her boyfriend, Mitch (Moses Jacob Storm), 
scored to songs from her Spotify account. 
Sometimes, after a scare, she'll Google 
something related to it. She exchanges 
tense instant messages—we see her type 
a truth, hesitate, then erase it in favor of 
a more politic response. Some of these 
IMs go to that ghost. Blaire will hit send 
and wait while the filmmakers stir up fresh 
tension from banal details of our tech lives, 
like the checked box saying the message 
has been "seen." You know the cats that, 
in most horror films, are good for a fake-out 
scare or two? Here, ingeniously, their role is 
played by a pop-up ad. So, yes, this movie 
is 85 minutes of watching someone else 
use a computer. Director Levan Gabriadze 
is adept at the sinking something's not right 
creepiness too few horror films dig into. His 
techniques are certain to be copy-pasted 
by imitators. What might be wonderful is 
if they were applied to something other 
than the jubilant murder of morally dubious 
teens. How about a laptop rom-com? (R)

WHERE HOPE GROWS One of the most 
intriguing aspects of Where Hope Grows 
is also among the least important: Danica 
McKellar (that's Winnie Cooper to us mere 
mortals) and William Zabka ("Sweep the 
leg, Johnny!") play a married couple. The 
faith-based drama surrounding their tertiary 
relationship tells of a washed-up ballplayer 
whose unexpected friendship with a young 
adult living with Down syndrome yields 
many insights of the life-affirming variety. 
Writer/director Chris Dowling handles that 
worrisome premise with a more even hand 
than this genre's ill-advised predecessors, 
though Produce (David DeSanctis),the inspi¬ 
rational teen in question, is often reduced 
to a narrative device rather than a three- 
dimensional character. Calvin Campbell 
(Kristoffer Polaha) is a single father whose 
fleeting glory on the baseball diamond does 
little to make his current struggles any 
easier, while Produce works among the 
fruits and vegetables at a local supermarket 
with the dastardly Colt (Michael Grant), a 
patently evil youth who happens to be dat¬ 
ing Calvin's daughter. These combustible 
narrative elements come to a head in a third 
act that reduces Where Hope Grows to an 
overt morality tale. (Spoiler-averse viewers 
needn't read on.) When a drunk-driving 
accident leaves two key characters in life- 
or-death peril, Dowling and Co. coyly use 
the fact that the more innocent of the two is 
alive as a triumphant reveal—all well and 
good, though also a bit awkward consider¬ 
ing a stadium full of fans erupts in applause 
at the exact moment we realize someone 
else is dead.

Not even Tinkerbell could love South Coast Rep’s prequel musical Peter and the Starcatcher

I f you’re 12 years old or otherwise 
brain-addled, you may find Peter 
and the Starcatcher, a prequel to the 
story of Peter Pan, is the best thing 
since Uncle Chester’s Magic Basement 
mysteriously went up in flames. Or maybe 
you have to see it because you think J.M. 
Barrie’s paean to arrested childhood 
development is anything other than what 
we smart folks (or anyone who has spent 
two minutes on the Internet researching 
Barrie) know it as: a beguiling, imaginative 
step on the wonderful road to pedophilia. 

Okay, it’s none of that. Peter Pan is an 
enduring literary masterpiece, an ode to 
childish wonder and innocence, one of the 
most beloved tales to ever ejaculate—um, 
pour forth from the creative fountain. 

It’s also annoying as hell, whether it’s 
Cathy Rigby hoisted from the rafters on 
Broadway, Christopher Walken stumbling 
through it on national TV last year, or 
armchair psychoanalysts using Peter Pan 
as a catch-all meme to pigeonhole any 
middle-aged man who just wants to get 
high and play his Xbox all day—and get off 
our fucking backs already, won’t you? 

But, really, writing about the dark side of 
Neverland or, more precisely, creator Barrie 
is a cottage industry of sorts. So we’ll let the 
lit majors and critical theorists argue over 
whether the psychology of a work’s author 
should influence the viewer’s subjective 
opinion of that person’s work. (It really 
shouldn’t, but, Jesus, Barrie was a weirdo 
just like Michael Jackson was a weirdo, 
and, no surprise, the founder of Neverland 
Ranch had a nutso Peter Pan obsession.) 

Besides, this isn’t Barrie’s Peter Pan. It’s 
Rick Elice’s musicalized adaptation of Dave 
Barry and Ridley Pearson’s 2006 novel, 
which opened in San Diego, wowed them in 
New York and is in the midst of its second 
national tour (of which this South Coast 
Repertory production is not a part). So, 
we’ll just focus on the text and the drama¬ 
tized execution of that text. And here’s the 
verdict, in the vernacular of the age group 
this show is truly designed for, adolescents: 
It’s a big pile of poop. 

Having never seen the show before, 

I’m not sure whether director Art Manke 
(who co-founded the acclaimed Los 
Angeles company A Noise Within) brings 
anything new to this production, but 
what’s here is a gussied-up, histrionic 
mess that preens and cloys across the 
stage in a clumsy attempt to feel hip and 
relevant and serious but ultimately just 
feels smug and hollow. From the clumsy 
anachronisms and shoehorned pop- 
culture references to the wide swipes at 
swishy homosexuals and sombrero-wear¬ 
ing Mexican pirates, the show isn’t offen¬ 


sive in a PC way; it’s offensive because, all 
too often, it isn’t funny. 

The production is imaginative, if imagi¬ 
native means stage ladders and scaffolding 
serving as everything from ship masts to 
cliffs, with actors rippling colored sheets 
serving as ocean waves. And there are 
some spirited performances, notably Matt 
McGrath as Black Stache (a pre-hook Cap¬ 
tain Hook); Kasey Mahafly as his hapless 
henchman, Smee; and James MacEwan as 
the slow but good-hearted Alf. And things 
do warm up after an excruciating first act 
set mostly at sea; we wind up on a deserted 
island now turned enchanted by a mysteri¬ 
ous crate of something called starstuff leak¬ 
ing into a subterranean lagoon—or some¬ 
thing like that. (Think the water source on 
Lost’s island spiked by some Owsley Acid.) 
That starstuff, which only two people in the 
play know anything about (Allen Gilmore’s 
Lord Aster and his spunky daughter, Molly, 
played by Gabrielle McClinton), is the mag¬ 
ical elixir that transforms a young orphan, 
Boy (an equally spunky Wyatt Fenner), 
into a 20th-century legend that has given 
so many grown women a chance to play a 
young boy. 

Throughout this rambling wreck— 
which includes mermen, giant crocodiles, 
oogie-boogie natives named Mollusks, 


Ayn Rand potshots, Cadillac Escalade 
shoutouts and a bunch of other cheesy 
references—there’s a point continually 
hammered of youthful idealism in the face 
of grown-up cruelty and deception. The 
only problem is the courageous children 
fighting the good fight are just as much 
dipshits as the adults they battle. 

Though billed in some quarters as 
a grown-up take on a tale of childish 
wonder, there’s no doubt this is a show 
designed to bring kids and their parents 
into the theater. And there’s nothing 
wrong with that. Opening up young minds 
to the potency of live theater is indeed a 
high calling for any commercial entity to 
aspire to. And maybe a new, contempo¬ 
rary take on a beloved story, such as Peter 
and the Starcatcher, brings a smile to Dio¬ 
nysus’ lips. Or maybe, like at least one cur¬ 
mudgeon in a house filled with an ador¬ 
ing, enthusiastic crowd, the god’s repelled 
by something written for the smartest 
kids in a seventh-grade classroom.

R ecord stores are either places 
where the bins are packed so tightly 
that a pinky finger can't slip between 
albums, with a know-it-all behind the 
counter who can't be bothered because 
you're probably into shit music any¬ 
way, or those that welcome you with 
a hearty selection and a shop owner 
who reminds you that music is one of 
the best ways to connect. Ceremony 
Records in Anaheim is among the latter. 

"I want to avoid the cliche record 
store," explains owner Jon Cherry. 

"They seem closed off, crowded, almost 
invite only." The shop, now in its second 
year, was originally a clothing store 
owned by another entrepreneur, and 
Cherry worked the counter in exchange 
for using it as a studio space for his flask 
business, Whimsy & Ink. Eventually, 
Cherry took over full time and swapped 
clothes for records. 

He's made his record store inviting 
and open. The space is minimalist, 
sharply styled and feels as if it's the 
embodiment of an MFA thesis. While 
Cherry does carry some vintage vinyl, 
the majority of his stock is new— 
another variance from the typical shop. 
He also carries a collection of rare post¬ 
ers from artist Travis Bone, small-batch 
music tees, and some new record play¬ 
ers and accessories. 

But Cherry believes there's space 
for all kinds of vinyl shops. "They serve 
different purposes," Cherry explains. 

"I like carrying new albums because it 
forces you to listen all the way through, 
instead of just downloading the single. 
That's how you find the music you 
really love. It has to be a slow burn."

No Shit Tattoos, Please 

Jack Rudy of Good Time Charlie’s Tattooland 


A s tattoo legend Jack Rudy of 

Anaheim’s Good Time Charlie’s 
Tattooland would tell you, 40 
years ago there just weren’t as 
many tattoos—or as many styles of tattoos. 

“Electric tattooing really started with 
two styles,” Rudy says. “There was what we 
call ‘traditional’ now, but we called it ‘Pike 
Style’ back then [named after the tattoos 
that came out of the Pike in Long Beach], 
and there was pseudo-Oriental—I say 
pseudo-Oriental because there were really 
only a handful of guys who had any clue 
what they were doing with the Oriental 
style. And the rest was just fake American¬ 
ized shit, but that’s what people wanted. 

“Now, there are at least 25 distinctive 
styles of tattooing,” he continues. “We 
brought in the third one: single-needle, 
fine-line black and gray.” 

Rudy and his mentor, Good Time Char¬ 
lie, are credited by many for bringing the 
more detailed style to the masses in the 
1970s. “We were just doing our thing, just 
giving the customers ‘the haircut they 
wanted,’ as Good Time Charlie used to 
say,” Rudy says. 

Located in East LA at the time, the 
tattooers never expected the style to 
become so popular. “A lot of East LA Chi- 
canos were coming in asking for more 
prison-style work with no color in it,” 
Rudy explains. “We started doing black 
and gray, then we started making single 
needles right in the shop so we could do 
it like they wanted it. Modern, single-nee¬ 
dle, black-and-gray tattooing was born in 
our shop. No one was doing it at a profes¬ 
sional shop at that time.” 

For a man who started tattooing when 
they were only for sailors and outlaws, the 
shift in popularity comes with both good 
and bad side effects. “Tattoos crept into 
the mainstream and everyday life,” Rudy 
says. “There are tattoo toys, like marker

pens and fake tattoos for kids, that you 
never would’ve seen before.... Tattoos 
weren’t ever supposed to be this popular. I 
remember Don Ed Hardy used to say that 
he wanted tattoos to be more acceptable 
and respectable. 

“At the time, it was a great idea, but 
looking back, I’d tell him to just let the 
sleeping dog lie,” he adds. “When some¬ 
thing becomes too popular, it loses its 
coolness. It’s a good thing tattoos hurt 
because, otherwise, every pussy in the 
world would have one.” 

While there is a bigger market for tat¬ 
tooing than ever before, there are also 
way more artists splitting the work, which 
takes away from everyone’s bottom line. 

Rudy may sound as if he’s opposed to 
tattooers and the industry as a whole, but 
the revered artist really just thinks there 
are too many people “putting on shit 
tattoos” out there and that people don’t 
always use their brains when it comes to 
getting ink done. 

“Something that’s always confused 
me about tattooing is how tattooing 
transcends common sense,” Rudy says. 
“Somebody will get a tattooing kit online, 
and their homies all want to get tattooed 
by them because it’s free. That’s like if I 
said, ‘Here, have some dog shit—it’s free,’ 
and you took it because it was free. It’s 
still dog shit.”

The Greatest Latin Lover of Them All 

Romeo Santos is a Dioneer not iust in bachata but also in chonis meltin 




or more than a century, every 
generation of American women 
has had their Latin lover, their 
tanned man that provoked 


swooning and screaming and spontane¬ 
ous chonis melting. Flappers had Rudolph 
Valentino; the Mad Men generation threw 
woo at Ricardo Montalban. Ladies of the 
1980s went crazy over Julio Iglesias, while 
their daughters went nuts for Enrique 
Iglesias and Antonio Banderas. 

That’s a lot of hombre there. Yet the lot 
of them seem like chavalas when com¬ 
pared to the titan of testosterone that 
is Romeo Santos—yeah, the pretty boy 
wearing the cute sweater in the photo 
to the right. With that precious earring 
and pout. None of the other smolder¬ 
ing sehores sold out Yankee Stadium two 
nights in a row, as the 33-year-old did 
last year. Ningano of the men re-defined 
a genre twice in the way of the self- 
proclaimed King of Bachata. While all 
Latino superstars have tried to cross over 
to American tastes, Santos has superstars 
cross over to him; his last album featured 
cameos by Nicki Minaj, Drake and even 
Kevin Hart, all of whom know that the 
best way to crack into the Latin market is 
by latching on to Santos. 

Want final proof he’s the greatest Latin 
Lover of them all? Last year, noted sports- 
caster Beto Duran texted me that he had 
scored tickets to Santos’ concert at the 
Staples Center but had never heard of him. 
“There’s no 10s here,” Beto wrote, refer¬ 
ring to the caliber of shrieking chicas at the 
sold-out show. “They’re all 12s and 13s!” 

“EXACTLY,” I texted back. 

Santos is everything America is right 
now—and will become. He’s Latino, a 
Dominican/Puerto Rican who was born 
and raised in the Bronx; he’s not just strad¬ 
dling all the hyphens in his life, but also 
obliterating them. He took the bachata of 
his Dominican side, a working-class music 
genre with distinctive steel-guitar arpeg¬ 
gios that are the sexiest boings you’ll ever 
hear, and tamed it into a worldwide phe¬ 
nomenon through Aventura. From the late 
1990s into 2011, the boy band mixed R&B, 
hip-hop, and other Latin music styles while 
keeping bachata’s twang and heartsickness 
intact. Anchoring Aventura was Santos, 
who not only wrote most of the songs, but 
also sealed the deal with his voice: a feath¬ 
ery marvel that sighs, weeps and moans 
over the perfidy and beauty of mujeres, yet 
knows he’s going to get her at the end of 
the night—Brian Wilson with balls. 

Aventura’s signature tune, “Obsesion” 
remains Santos at his best, a song so 
popular it hit the top of the singles charts in 
France, Germany, Austria, Italy and pinche 


Switzerland. From the group’s tellingly 
titled 2002 album, We Broke the Rules, he 
breathlessly begs a woman to leave her 
“small and not handsome” boyfriend for 
him, so much so that Santos resorts to flirt¬ 
ing with the woman’s friend just to get his 
beloved’s digits. “If s 5 in the morning/And 
I haven’t slept at all,” Santos starts. “Think¬ 
ing about your beauty/I’m going to turn 
crazy.” And that’s exactly what happens at 
the end of “Obesion”: Santos’ character goes 
to a psychiatrist since “I don’t have friends 
anymore/Because I only talk about you.” 

Yeah, Santos came off like a creep in 
that song, but that was the point. Every 
Aventura song had him embody the love- 
crazed man, the essential hombre : some¬ 
times horny, sometimes sad, sometimes 
romantic, sometimes crazy, but always 
with women on the mind. And while such 
expressions aren’t anything new to the 
crooner set, Aventura’s sensitive swagger 
was revolutionary. No one—not Sinatra, 
not Vicente Fernandez—had worn their 
heart so prominently on their shoulder 
and played the wimp so well while mask¬ 
ing the inner playboy. 

Follow-ups such as “Su Veneno” (“Your 
Poison”), “Dile al Amor” (“Tell Love”) 
and “El Malo” (“The Bad Guy”) became 
worldwide smashes; in fact, Aventura was 
probably more known among gabacha 
suburbanites than American music crit¬ 
ics in the early days because the group 
became a soundtrack for ballroom-dance 
classes nationwide. Knowing their 


crowds, the group sang in Spanish while 
tossing in English conversations in ways 
that didn’t come off as gimmicky. Women 
across the world fell for Aventura, their 
concerts becoming faith revivals for lonely 
panochas. Hell, even President Barack 
Obama invited Aventura to the White 
House in 2009, showing again that while 
he might not know how to get us out of 
this Great Recession for good, Obama sure 
as hell knows his pop culture. 

Santos’ career exploded even further 
upon going solo in 2011, with him doubling 
down on experimenting with musical 
genres. “Propuesta Indecente” (“Indecent 
Proposal”—it ain’t that hard to figure out, 
cabrones ) begins with the clashing notes of 
a mournful bandoneon and assured grand 
piano as Santos again asks a woman to 
run off with him, seducing in English and 
romancing en espahol. Its official YouTube 
video not only has an astounding 678 mil¬ 
lion plays, but it also shows Santos stealing 
sl gabacha from a guy with a neck tattoo- 
racial politics at its most hilarious. 

That last point is probably the most 
unappreciated part of the Santos jug- 
gernaught. Nearly all the aforementioned 
Latin lovers had one thing in common: 
They were as light-skinned as any Ameri¬ 
can and usually of Spanish blood. Santos, 
on the other hand, is Dominican, his skin 
shining with black, European, even indig¬ 
enous roots. Not since Jon Secada has 
America loved a Latino man this dark—or 
Latin America, for that matter—and with

respect to Secada, he’s just a match flare 
in Santos’ sun. Santos doesn’t need to 
acknowledge his skin tone, nor does it play 
any role in his music, but one cannot over¬ 
state the importance of an Afro-Latino 
throwing a hell of a monkey wrench into 
the love lives of gabachos and Latinos. 

More Santos is in the works, especially 
now that Hollywood and the media 
have discovered him a decade late. He 
appeared in the film Furious 7; is voicing 
a character in the upcoming Angry Birds 
movie; and was recently written up in 
Billboard, Rolling Stone and New York. But, 
unsurprisingly, he isn’t universally loved. 
Bachata purists howl he demeaned the 
music and ain’t a real tiguere (tough guy); 
Latino men ridicule his entire career, from 
his propensity to throw in Chipmunks- 
sounding voices on Aventura tracks for 
reasons only known to Santos to a flutter¬ 
ing coo that’s his trademark but sounds 
like an emasculated dove. 

On anyone except Santos, that is. Want 
proof? Go to his concert this weekend, and 
marvel at all the 12s and 13s in the crowd. If 
you can’t get lucky that night, gents, you’ll 
never get lucky. And ladies? Prepare to get 
your chonis melted—you’ve been warned.

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Soul Searchers 

Haitus Kaiyote look to the future 
and beyond to find their groove

H iatus Kaiyote have been 

described as “future soul,” but 
all sorts of nonsensical names 
could be concocted to describe 
their genre-mashing style: alt-funk, indie 
jazz, Afro trip-hop—take your pick. 

The Melbourne, Australia-based band’s 
first album, 2013’s Tawk Tomahawk, earned a 
Best R&B Performance Grammy nomination 
for the song “Nakamarra” and praise from 
elite artists such as Questlove, Erykah Badu 
and Pharrell Williams. Choose Your Weapon, 
the follow-up released May 1 on Sony 
imprint Flying Buddah Records, is somehow 
both twice as long and twice as interesting. 
We spoke with drummer and producer Per¬ 
rin Moss about the new album and the band’s 
current American tour, which includes a May 
21 stop at the Observatory’s Constellation 
Room. (Note: Some answers have been con¬ 
densed for clarity. All answers should be read 
in a pleasant Australian accent.) 

OC WEEKLY; What has your experience 
been like since Tawk Tomahawk’s success? 
PERRIN MOSS: It was my dream to be a 
touring musician ever since I left high 
school, to make a living off music. And a liv¬ 
ing for me isn’t necessarily making money, 
but making just enough to be able to keep 
playing and writing more music. It’s funny 
because, once it started actually happening, 
you start recognizing it’s a lot of hard work, 
and you have to be strong, and it takes a lot 
of time away from everything else. 

What was the recording experience like for 
Choose Your Weapon? 

It was a fun process, but also really hard 
because of all the touring in between 
making the record. Like, you go away for 
a month, and then have to pick up from 
where you left off, and you can’t always 
get back into the same headspace, and 
you’re no longer feeling where the song 
you were working on came from. Because 


of that, I’ve got, like, eight versions of 
every song on this record. 

Where do the complex rhythmic styles and 
tempo changes in your songs come from? 
Some of the rhythmic changes were 
directly inspired by cultures that live and 
breathe their instruments. My parents 
listened to a lot of West African music 
when I was growing up, as well as a lot of 
Cuban and Indian music, and that’s where 
my influences are. It’s not from the fusion 
era or anything; I don’t think I’ve ever 
listened to fusion in my life. I definitely 
don’t want to be defined as a proggy band 
that does all this crazy shit just for the 
sake of it. I feel like everything has a place. 
How will the live show change with the new 
album release? 

The exciting part for us is that now that 
these songs are documented, we can start 
flipping around the ones we have been 
playing for a long time. We’re in the pro¬ 
cess of starting a new set, on the way to 
creating new songs that will come with it 
that will probably be on the next album. 
Where do you think Hiatus Kaiyote are 
headed next? 

Everything about our music will always 
change, and the next album might be com¬ 
pletely different than this one. We’ll prob¬ 
ably get more analog and try to capture 
the things we’re doing now with less time 
spent on a computer—more limitations, 
basically, because we need more of that. 
There’s so many ways to make shit easier 
on yourself, and I think it’s really good to 
make things hard for yourself because that 
always brings out the best in you.

The Trajectory of 
Tyrone Wells

tM | just dropped my wife off this morning at 

I the airport because we were at the White 
House," says Tyrone Wells. "We were invited by 
the head of Air Force Operations there, and we 
got to eat lunch in the West Wing... .That was a 
very surreal experience, really cool." 

He is speaking over the phone while on the 
East Coast leg of his "Roll With It" tour. Taking 
a quick glance at his Instagram, and there he is 
at the White House, posing with the first dogs. 

His name is even printed on the lunch menu. It's 
a long way from the coffee-shop gigs where he 
honed his craft. 

Coming of age in the early 2000s in North 
Orange County, Wells was a big part of the 
vibrant singer/songwriter scene bursting out of 
downtown Fullerton cafes, including the Hub, 
Plush and McClain's. It was a time when live 
music dominated Harbor Boulevard, when one 
could still enterthe Back Alley through, well, the 
back alley. 

The 6-foot-4, bald-before-it-was-vogue 
transplant from Spokane had already fronted 
a successful alt-rock band (Skypark) by the 
time he went solo; picking up Thursday nights 
at McClain's. Kam McClain, the feisty longtime 
owner of the musician-friendly cafe, recalls 
Wells' dedication, saying he put "much into 
every song, every Thursday, every time." 

"I think there's something to be said for just 
doing it," Wells says. "Getting out there and play¬ 
ing and playing and playing and playing." 

After four years of weekly gigs (including one 
at the now defunct Plush), his R&B-tinged voice 
and increasingly well-crafted songs took hold. 
Guest musicians were invited to play along, and 
he began co-writing and collaborating. "I have 
so many artists that ask me how I got from a 
regional artist to a national artist or, you know, 
how I 'made it,' which is always kind of funny to 
me because... even if you have 'made it,' then 
you have only made it... until the next record 


comes out, and then you feel like you haven't 
made it at all." 

Roll With It is his 10th full-length album (two 
with Universal Republic Records). Since his 
friendly parting with the label, he has held the 
No. 1 singer/songwriter album position on iTunes 
three times, with his 2012 release, "Where We 
Meet," making iTunes' overall Top 10. To date, 
more than 50 of his songs have been placed in 
TV and film. 

Even with recording success, the audience 
connection he first forged in cafe gigs remains 
integral. "I felt like [playing live] has been the 
necessary component to this industry for me, 
personally," Wells says. "There's a part of me 
that would love to record ... and sit back and 
have it sell like hotcakes and not have to go 
anywhere. But, that's not my reality, and I do love 
playing live—that's something I really enjoy." 

Created alongside Nashville-based producer 
Dustin Burnett, the new album has an upbeat 
syncopation and layered production. Among 
track standouts are the sultry "Every Night" and 
lyrically poignant "In Our Blood." Of the latter, 
Wells says, "At its core, while not saying it, [it] 
is pretty much about Jesus and maybe just this 
idea that God has placed this love in our heart." 

Closing out his tour, Wells will be headlining 
atthe House of Blues. "I'm just humbled and 
honored to be able to do something I love for 
my livelihood," he says. "I'm just grateful to all 
the people who supported me, listened to and 
bought my music through the years."
